vice of the United States, to the amount of eleven
hundred dollars, is hereby declared legal and valid for °
sll the intents and purposes for whic%: the same was
held; and all acts done in pursusnce of the vote or
votes of said slection, by the officers of said town, or
any of them, are hereby declared valid, the same amif
the law had been fullycomplied with in conducting said
election.

Secrion 2. All acts of the officers of said town, or
either of them, in the proceedings, are hereby legalized
and declared valid.

Secrion 8. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.
